DEEMED NECESSARY BY THE CONSULAR OFFICER TO ESTABLISH HIS ENTITLE- 
MENT TO RECEIVE A VISA. IN ADDITION, CLASSIFIED INFORMATION PER- 
TAINING TO THE APPLICANT MIGHT EXIST IN HIS FILE. THIS WOULD 
ORIGINATE FROM A U.S. OR NON-U.S. SOURCE.

OF IN ACCORDANCE WITH CURRENT DEPARTMENT OF STATE REGULATIONS.
